Thieu Says 
War Tide 
Has Turned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — South 


Vietnam's President Nguyen 
Van Thieu says the war tide has' 
turned and predicts one U.S. di- 
vision can be withdrawn by 
mid.l969andoneortwo more in 
1970. 


Asked in an interview whether 


he is absolutely confident such a 
schedule can be kept, Thieu re. 
plied: 


"Yes, I believe that the 


present evolution of the military 
situation will permit us to do so. 
That is why I have not request, 
ed an increase in the U.S. troops 
in Vietnam, but I request in- 
stead sufficient and modern 
arms and equipment for the 
Vietnamese armed forces so 
that the regional forces and pop- 
ular forces can replace the Viet- 
namese Army regular units in 
their territorial missions, and 
the regular Army would be able 
thereby to... gradually replace 
U.S. troops . . ." 


An American division num- 


bers about 15,000 men. The U.S. 
troop commitment in Vietnam 
now is about 550,000. 


Asked if he believes the war's 


tide has turned, Thieu said: 


"Yes. We have the advantage 


In the field. We have the initia- 
tive, and we continue to inflict 
severe casualties on the ene- 
my." 


The Saigon leader conceded, 


however, that there has been a 
buildup of forces from North 
Vietnam and said he expects a 
major enemy offensive within 
the next few months, adding: 


"But even if they launch an 


all-out offensive, they will not 
be able to maintain it for more 
.than two months." 


Thieu said he approves limita- 


tions placed on bombing of 
North Vietnam, as part of the 
effort to bring a negotiated 
peace, but would oppose a com- 
plete halt in the air strikes 
against the North.

Enemy Assault Troops 
Hurled Back from Air Base 
SAIGON (AP) — Enemy as- 


sault troops battled their way 
through the defense perimeter 
of a large U.S. air base early 
Monday but were hurled back 
before they could reach and de- 
stroy U.S. jet fighter bombers 
along the runway. 


The U.S. Command said the 


two and a half hour battle start, 
ed at about 1:30 a.m. when ene- 
my gunners fired about 10 
rounds of mortar and rocket 
shells into TuyHoa air base 230 
miles northeast of Saigon. 


The ground attack by an un- 


known but apparently large 
number of enemy troops broke 
through the base's western de. 
fenses. But the thrust did not 
have enough momentum to car- 
ry it to the flight line and the 
enemy troops pulled back, leav- 
ing four of their dead behind.

American casualties and dam- 
age to aircraft and the base 
were light. It was not known 
whether the damage to aircraft 
was due to shell fire or stray 
bullets during the ground fight- 
ing.

FightingErupts in Yemen; 
Feuding Since Last March 


SAN'A, Yemen (AP) — Aden 
radio reported Sunday fighting 
has broken out between the 
South Yemen army and "coun- 
terrevolutionary elements" sup- 
ported by Saudi Arabia. 


The fighting was said to be 


taking place about . 35 miles 
north of Aden, largest town in 
the South Yemen People's Re- 
public. Aden radio said the Brit- 
ish.trained army, security po- 
lice and the national guard were 
fighting forces 
which h a d 


blocked roads between Dhala 
and Lahej, north of Aden. 


The extent of the fighting, 


which began Saturday night, 
was not reported and there was 
no mention of casualties on ei- 
ther side but the presence of the 
national guard alongside the 
army suggested the fighting 
was serious. 


The army and the 
leftist 


guard have been feuding since 
last March, when the army 
cracked down on radical ele- 
ments in the government. 


The radio broadcast a Cabinet 


statement by the government of 
President Qahtan Al Shaabi, 
claimingthe Sherif of Beihan, a 
sultan who fled the country 


when the British left last No- 
vember, was back "with gold 
and money from Saudi Arabia 
and foreign intelligence." 


"We face the same situation 


which northern Yemen faced six 
years ago when Saudi Arabia 
began sending arms and gold to 
Yemen," the statement said. 


It was a reference to the civil 


war in Yemen, where the Saudis 
support Yeni Royalists with 
arms and money against the 
Republicans.

PRAGUE (AP) — Czechoslo- 


vakia's liberal Communist lead- 
ership traveled Sunday night to 
their nation's Soviet frontier for 
an historic showdown meeting 
Monday—probably in a railroad 
car—with the Soviet leaders 
who demand an end to th'e liber- 
alization process here. 


In a last minute message of 


assurance to the nation, the 
Prague 
reformers 
promised 


that none of Czechoslovakia's 
new freedoms would be negoti- 
able. 


Reliable sources said the talks 


would begin at 9 a.m. in a spe- 
cial railroad train that was re. 
ported carrying the Soviet Polit- 
buroto Czechoslovakia. The site 
was believed to be a rail junc- 
tion near the Soviet border in 
Eastern Slovakia. 


About 40 top ranking repre- 


sentatives of the Czechoslovak 
party, including its 11 Presidi. 
um members and party chief 
Alexander Dubcek, arrived Sun- 
day night in two planes at Ko- 
sice, about 25 miles from the 
Russian border, then left in a 
plush new sleeper train for the 
still-undisclosed location. 


Crowds cheered the reformers 


and men clenched both fists, 
signaling good luck and firm- 
ness to their leaders. 


But the war of nerves contin- 


ued. Moscow radio said that 
military maneuvers now under 
way near the Czechoslovak bor- 
der are among "the biggest 
ever carried out by the Soviet 
army." The exercises will con- 
tinue until Aug. 10. 


In a tele vision inter view taped 


before his departure, the Na- 


tional Assembly chairman, Jo- 
sef Smrkovsky, a key exponent 
of the new liberal course, told 
the nation, "We will bear in 
mind that we are responsible 
for socialism In our country, for 
the sovereignty and for the fu- 
ture of this state." 


Speculation about the site of 


the meeting centered on two 
railway junctions in easter Slo- 
vakia, Clerna or Presov. Uncon- 
firmed reports from the region 
spoke of heavy security precau- 
tions along the nearby Czecho- 
slovak Soviet border. 


Only a short time before, a 


proposal was made for a five, 
minute general strike Monday 
throughout the nation to demon, 
strate popular support for the 
liberal leadership, which the So- 
viet party opposes. 


But the leaders spoke out 


against any such action. Presi- 
dent Svoboda, party chief Alex,

UN Asked to Help Negotiate

Reagan wasn't calling any- 


body a loser. "I believe the Re- 
publican candidate can win," he 
said. "I don't think it's going to 
be easy." 


Nor was the Californian call- 


ing himself a candidate—al- 
though he has been talking to 
delegates. "I have made no 
presidential bid," he said. "I 
have never solicited support at 
all." 


He acknowledged that his al- 


lies have been suggesting that 
delegates remain uncommitted 
to keep the convention open to 
all comers. 


"I'm aware of this movement 


on my behalf," he said. "I have 
no way of knowing how deep 
this feeling is, how widespread 
it is. I imagine it will be deter, 
mined at the convention." 


Rockefeller forecast that up to 


50 convention delegates will 
switch from Nixon to Reagan in 
the next 10 days in the belief 
that the Californian would run a 
better race against third-party 
candidate George C. Wallace. 


Ford, permanent chairman of 


the convention, said Nixon has 


no lock on the nomination. He 
said Nixon is ahead—but added 
that it might take the conven- 
tion up to six ballots to choose a 
nominee. If that happens, he 
said, nobody can guess the out- ' 
come. 


He said the Rockefeller cam- 


paign has slowed Nixon's nomi- 
nation drive, while Reagan has 
made progress in picking up 
delegate strength of his own.

Gallup Poll Shows Nixon 
Clear Choice Over Rockefeller 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) — 


Richard M. Nixon is the clear 
choice of Republican rank and 
file over New York Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller for the GOP 
presidential nomination, the 
Gallup Poll reported Sunday. 


In a nationwide sampling of 


Republican voters taken last 
week, Nixon held a 5.2 edge 
over Rockefeller, with Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan third. 


The former vice president 


was the favorite of 60 per cent 
of the Republicans polled. Rock, 
efeller was favored by 23 per 
cent, and Reagan by 7 per cent.

Birth Rates 
Not Soaring 
Anywhere 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Population Reference Bureau 
reported Sunday that the belief 
that birth rates are soaring in 
predominantly Roman Cafcolic 
nations is "an old misconcep- 
tion." 


In fact, the private research 


agency said, "United Nations 
i gures showthatbirth rates are 
not soaring anywhere in the 
world." 


The bureau released a study 


of birth trends in 136 Catholic 
and nonCatholic countries on 
the eve of an expected an- 
nouncement by Pope Paul VI 
restating the church's position 
on birth control. 


Time magazine said Sunday it 


had obtained a copy of the Pa- 
pal encyclical to be issued and 
mat it continues the longstand- 
ing ban on artificial birth con- 
trol. 
"The big difference between 


high and low birth-rate nations 
... is not whether they are 
Catholic or nonCatholic but 
whether they are economically 
underdeveloped or advanced," 
the bureau said. 


The 11 Roman Catholic coun- 


tries in Europe have an average 
annual birth rate of 18.1 babies 
per 1,000 of population, it added, 
While the figure for 15 non- 
Catholic nations is 18.0. 


The direct cause 
of the 


world's accelerating population 
growth is the widening gap be- 
tween births and deaths, the re- 
port said. "There is no evidence 
In Europe for the widely held 
belief that Roman Catholicism 
exerts a buoyant force on over, 
all birth rates." 


At two extremes, it said, are 


birth rates for Roman Catholic 
Hungary, where abortions are 
easily obtained, and nonCatholic 
Albania. The rate in Hungary is 
the lowest in the world at 13.6 
per 1,000; Albania's rate is 34.

lic opinion surveys on national 
issues, which are expected to 
provide important guidance for 
the former vice president when 
he makes his selection. 


These polling projects are 


part of a broad plan to demon- 
strate confidence on the part 
of the Nixon political team that 
Nixon is assured of the presi- 
dential nomination at the Na- 
tional 
Convention here next 


week. 


As part of the same propa- 


ganda endeavor, the Nixon camp 
has already provided an out- 


line of the candidate's travel 
schedule after the convention 
and has incited radio, televis- 
ion and the newspapers to des- 
ignate reporters to cover the 
Republican campaign in the fall.

GARY, Ind. (AP) — Daytime 


calm returned to Gary Sunday 
after an outbreak of arson and 
looting which injured six per- 
sons and resulted in 47 arrests. 


Police Chief James Hilton 


called the violence "a disorder 
probably spawned by outside 
agitators." 


State, Lake County and local 


police ringed a 20-block area 
around the predominantly Ne- 
gro Midtown district and re- 
stored calm after an estimated 
500 Negro youths smashed win- 
dows and looted stores. National 
Guard troops were summoned 
to stand by in their armories 
but were not called into the 
streets. 


Mayor Richard J. Hatcher, a 


Negro, conferred through the 
night with law enforcement offi- 
cials and Negro leaders. Then 
he made an inspection tour of 
the troubled area and went on 
radio ask the cooperation of 
Gary citizens in returning the 
city to normal. 


Hilton said his intelligence 


unit was working under the 
theory the disorder was caused 
by "outside agitators." Mem- 
bers of the Chicago Police De- 
partment were reported in Gary 
to see if any of those arrested 
had participated in violence 
which flared Thursday night 
northwest of Chicago's Loop. 


The disturbance began after 


midnight. Fires were set in 
three stores and police reported 
gunshot fire from rooftops. 


Three persons were shot— one 


a fireman wounded while put- 
ting out one of the blazes. Two 
Negroes told hospital officials 
they were shot as they walked 
through the troubled district, 
centered around south Broad- 
way Street. 


Hatcher, a Democrat, won the 


Gary mayoralty last November 
without the support of local par- 
ty leaders. He heads a city with 
more than 55 per cent Negro 
population among it 96,000 total.

and complexity of human re. 
construction. 


Thus, the more the voters 


face these problems the less 
adequate the candidates appear, 
and the present crop has been 
made to seem even less satis- 
factory since the rise of the 
Kennedy personality cult in 
American politics. 


The 
Kennedys revive the 


American thirst for dramatic 
heroes. Neither President John 
F. Kennedy nor his brother Rob- 
ert ever came close to an ade- 
quate program for our major 
domestic and foreign policy 
problems, yet somehow they 
managed to convey the notion 
that they might really have 
changed 
things 
and solved 


things. And in the process they 
left an appetite for these things. 


Now, with the last of the 


Kennedy brothers out of the 
1968 race, we are left with a 
lot of the old Kennedy feuds 
and illusions. It is not at all 
clear that the leading candi. 


WH€RE'S THAT 
LlO?" 


dates of 1968 are less capable 
of grappling with our present 
problems than Johnson or Ken. 
nedy in the past; we are merely 
looking at the problems and the 
candidates in a different way, 
and may be with older and sad. 
der eyes. 
Another reason for the nega. 


tivism of the moment is that 
the candidates are merely sym- 
bols and targets of our deeper 
national discontent. We are un. 
happy with the candidates at 
least partly because we are un. 
happy with ourselves. 


Nobody can cross this coun- 


try without seeing and feeling 
once more the generosity, affec- 
tion 
and kindliness 
of the 


American people and their deep 
sense of family pride. And yet 
we are doing mean and brutish 
things to one another in the 
cities and in the w r m Viet- 
nam. The American conscience 
is not quiet these davs. Itwould 
like to be eased by some politi- 
cal savior, but somehow nobody 
on the political stage quite fits 
the role. 


All the symbolism of Ameri- 


can politics is still evident -n 
this campaign. Humphrey the 
druggist and Nixon the grocery 
boy are stock Horatio Alger 
types of the self.made man. 
Rockefeller is as good a symbol 
of responsible wealth as we 
have. McCarthy the preacher 
and teacher, and Reagan and 
Wallace, the dissenters, are all 
recognizable characters out of 
our political folklore. 


in fact, a good case could be 


made for the proposition that 
this year's Presidential candi. 
dates came from the very things 
we admire the most in Amer- 
ican life: money (Rockefeller); 
techniques (Nixon and Humph- 
rey); entertainment (Reagan), 
and nostalgia (Wallace). 


Nevertheless we are now a 


more solemn people. Vietnam 
has been a humbling experi- 
ence. The Johnson promises of 
the last election are not for- 
gotten or forgiven and Hubert 
Humphrey will still be hearing 
about these things here in Cali- 
fornia in the next few days. 


Meanwhile the defiant cries 


for equality among the Negroes 
has made the black community 
a political symbol and force 
much more powerful in this 
election than ever before. 


So the grumbling goes on, 


and the candidates are catching 
hell, but maybe this is not all 
bad. The mood is sadder but it 
seems more sensible and real, 
istic.

It's wide open, conducted on 


the sidewalk. Why aren't the 
thieves arrested? 
The clerks 


say that the police department 
owns the black market. Who 
will arrest whom? 


It is an Occidental Fact that, 


if America pulls out of Viet- 
nam defeated, we are finished 
as a great world power. If we 
don't — as I wrote three years 
ago -• we will be bled to death 
economically, it is an Occiden- 
tal Fact that the U.S. went to 
Paris seeking peace. It is an 
Oriental Fact that the North 
Vietnamese went to Paris to'talk 
peace. 


It is an historical fact that 


North Vietnam won that ploy be- 
cause (1) they caused the U.S. 
to stop bombing the north as a 
primary condition for talking; 
(2) they have used the Paris 
talks solely for propaganda. 


The bombing of the North-- 


restricted as it was « hurt Ho 
Chi Minn severely. One eve- 
ning I stood on the apron at Ton 
Sun Nhut AFB with a colonel and 
a captain who were taking off to 
photograph bomb damage in the 
north. They fly a Phantom, 
which speeds through the pitch 
black at 1,400 miles per hour, 
and photographs roads, truck 
convoys 
and bomb craters 


with infra-red film.

That's no fact.

position. Fifty years ago, World 
War I was stalemated in France. 
If an American had then suggest- 
ed that we pull out and come 
home, he would have been tried 
for treason. 


Occidental Fact: We dined on 


the roof of the Hotel Caravelle 
and American planes dropped 
saffron chandeliers lighting up 
the city in an effort to find small 
teams of Viet Cong equipped 
with mortars. Oriental Fact: 
Our gold-toothed waiter said: 
"Peaceful in Saigon alia time." 
Well, yes and no. 


Oriental Fact: 
The South 


Vietnamese had 679,000 sol- 
diers in their army; the U.S. 
had 500,000. More South Viet- 
namese have died in this war 
than U»S. soldiers. Occidental 
Fact: South Vietnamese make 
lousy soldiers. Anti-Fact: Sai- 
gon wants peace. If peace

WASHINGTON-The two top Negro mayors of 


the United States, Carl Stokes of Cleveland and 
Walter Washington of Washington, D.C., were 
debating the problems of the big city with two 
top white mayors, Kevin White of Boston and 
Joseph Alioto of San Francisco. 


Mayor White, who defeated 


the Boston supporters of Louise 
Day Hicks, has been working 
18 hours a day to patch up re- 
lations between Irish and Ital- 
ian Bostonians and the Negro 
population, has kept city hall 
open 24 hours a day, and initia- 
ted trailer offices to take city 
haii to the people. 


Mayor Stokes has been out to 


the streets of the Hough area, 
improving schools, housing, and community re- 
lations. He told his fellow mayors how the fed- 
eral government had doubled i'ts educational 
contributions; 
how improved techniques would 


soon make it possible to build a $10,000 house 
in 48 hours. 


When asked about welfare funds for illegiti- 


mate black babies, Mayor Stokes said: 


"It's been proven there is less fraud in the 


welfare system than there is in business. For 
every black person who is poor there are three 
white people who are poor." 


Mayor Washington kidded Mayor Stokes about 


coming to Washington to visit Resurrection City. 


"Up until recently," he said, "I was mayor of 


two cities -- Washington, D.C. and Resurrection 
City, USA. The mayor of Cleveland came to 
visit us and I discovered he was making them 
comfortable here." The emphasis was on the 
word "here." 
+ 
Mayor Alioto of San Francisco recalled: "It 


was not too long ago that a San Francisco candi- 
date for mayor ran on the platform of 'the Chi- 
nese must go.' Today the Chinese are an im- 
portant, integral part of our community. In the 
Theodore Roosevelt administration he sent an 
inquiry to San Francisco as to why Japanese chil- 
dren were not admitted to Caucasian schools. 


"Today one-half the membership of the highest 


paid labor force on the west coast, the Inter- 
national Longshoremen-making between $18,- 
000 and $20,000 - is Negro," said Mayor Alioto. 


"The plumbers of San Francisco have just 


signed a pact that 25 per cent of their appren- 
tices shall be Negro or Spanish," the white 
mayor of San Francisco told the Negro mayor 
of Cleveland. 
"So have the electricians." 


The interchange took place at the panel dis- 


cussion of the International Platform Associa- 
tion presided over by John Gardner, former 
Secretary of HEW, who has just written a new 
book, "No Easy Victories." 
+ 
When Mayor Stokes got back to Cleveland that 


night a small group of black nationalists were 
SYLVIA PORTER 


trying to undo his work. Firing from ambush, 
they killed three police. 


"If my carbine hadn't jammed Pd have killed 


you," another police officer quoted black nation- 
alist Fred "Ahmed" Evans as saying, accord- 
ing to UPI. "I had you in my sight when my 
rifle jammed. You police have bothered us too 
long." 


In Washington that same night, a black united 


front meeting, called as open to the public in the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, threw out 
all whites and newsmen. Three moderate Negro 
leaders walked out in protest. 


The meeting was to consider neighborhood 


jurisdiction over Washington police; a system 
whereby Negro neighborhoods would select and 
boss their own police instead of having a central 
police staff for the entire city. 


Washington has one of the best police forces 


in the nation, picked by civil service from all 
over the country. Recently its Negro mayor, 
Walter Washington, hired, as No. 2 executive, 
Patrick Murphy, an officer skilled in race re- 
lations. Murphy has tried to enlist more Negro 
policemen. 
+ 


Black protests had resulted from the shoot- 


ing of a Negro burglar by white police as he 
fled the scene of a burglary. Two weeks earl- 
ier, a white policeman was shot and killed by a 
Negro family when he tried to arrest one of its 
members. 


Afterwards, leaders of the black united front 


issued an amazing statement justifying the kill- 
ing of a "white honky cop." Rev. Channing 
Phillips, leader of the late Sen. Robert Ken- 
nedy's forces in Washington, signed the state- 
ment. 


These are some of the reasons why there's 


been such dramatic support for George Wai- 
lace of Alabama in the North. What the Negro 
militants don't realize is that there are po- 
tentially more white militants than Negroes, 
and that they are setting back the remarkable 
progress of the Negro race by playing into the 
hands of the Wallaceites and the Ku Klux Han. 


After World War I, the Klan had a phenomenal 


revival in Maryland, New Jersey, Indiana and 
Southern Ohio, even Kansas. There is latent 
Klan sentiment in the North today. This is what 
George Wallace is tapping in the huge crowds 
that come to see him. 


It's a latent form of American fascism. Coupled 


"with black nationalism which inspires it, 
it's 


the most dangerous political trend in the United 
States. If it gets started it will wreak venge- 
ance on the great majority of law-abiding Ne- 
groes and in turn on the great majority of 
law-abiding whites. 


That's what the black snipers who shoot Cleve- 


land police, and the black preachers of Wash- 
ington who condone the shooting of white cops 
don't seem to realize. 


Beating the Draft 


Porter 


An emerging problem of vital 


importance to employers and 
employes the nation over will 
reach new heights early in Au- 
gust, the drafting for military 
service of 21-26 year old em- 
ployes. 


The govern- 


ment's list of 
"Critical Oc- 
cupations and 
E s s e n t i a l 
A c t i v i - 
t i e s " has 
been suspend- 
ed by the cur- 
rent draft law. 
About the only 
qualifiers for automatic draft 
deferment under this law are 
doctors and clergymen. Most 
young scientists, engineers and 
technical people already have 
been or soon will be reclassi- 
fied 1-A; 
many local draft 


boards will not be able to meet 
their quotas unless they start 
drafting large numbers of these 
young men. 


What this means to you, an 


employer, is that you may be 
facing a dangerous reduction of 
your staff of key young execu- 
tives, unless you take imme- 
diate steps to forestall this. 
What this means to you, the 
draft eligible employe, is that 
you suddenly may find yourself 
off the job and into uniform, un- 
less you also take proper steps 
to protect yourself. 


Because so few employers 
and draft eligible employes 
know as much as they should 
about the intricacies of the 
draft, Prentice-Hall has put 
together "the 
most effective 


procedure for keeping needed 
employes deferred." 


The guidelines could be of ex- 


traordinary value, so here is 
what Prentice-Hall says to you. 
The employer, should do: 


(1) Immediately check on your 


employes' present draft classi- 
fications, learn precisely what 
such Selective Service classi- 
fication means. (Did you know 
that a man is not exempt from 
military service until the age of 
367) 


(2) Keep close tabs on your 
11-A's, "registrant deferred 
because of civilian occupation" 
-employes most likely to be af- 
fected by the new critical occu- 
pations 
rulings. 
Make sure 


these employes understand that 
they should inform 'you AT 
ONCE about any change in their 
draft status. 


(3) Establish your right of ap- 


peal. 
You, as well as your 


employe, have the right to ap- 
peal his reclassification -- BUT 
ONLY IF YOU HAVE ESTAB- 
LISHED THIS RIGHT PRIOR TO 
T H E 
RECLASSIFICATION 


DATE. Therefore, make a re- 
quest for occupational defer- 
ment as soon as your employe 
begins working in an essential 
job; 
give the local board all 


pertinent facts on the critical 
nature of his skill, his train- 
ing, specific job duties and his 
job's relation to the national 
health, safety or interest; don't 
use a form letter; show that 
you're trying to find a replace- 
ment for the essential employe 
by filing the job opening with 
your state employment agency; 
report the fact that you've filed 
to the draft board. 


Incidentally, by giving all this 


information to the local board, 
you will be in excellent position 
to submit requests for periodic 
renewals of the deferments and 
to appeal reclassification. 


(4) Know when deferments ex- 


pire. 
No deferment is valid 


for more than a year. Tell 
your 11-A employes to remind 
you to request a renewal when 
expiration dates near. Also set 
up your own tickler file. 


(5) Know how to make an ef- 


fective appeal. An employe who 
is classified 1-A has 30 days 
in which to appeal his new clas- 
sification. If you also plan, and 
have the right, to appeal his re- 
classification, you must do so 
within the same 30-day period. 


Specific guidelines: No one 


can "change his draft board." 
No matter where an employe 
now lives or works, any re- 
quest for appeal must be sent 
to the board with which be origi- 


nally registered. The employe 
can, though, request in a written 
appeal a transfer of his appeal 
to the state appeal board having 
jurisdiction over his present 
place of residence or employ- 
ment. Prentice-Hall points out 
the advantage in a change is that 
"the board in your state prob- 
ably 
understands your com- 


pany's and community's needs 
better, may be more inclined 
to sustain an appeal." An em- 
ploye's appeal on the basis of 
"essential 
occupation" 
is 


doomed to fail without the em- 
ployer's support. 
There must 


be no contradictions between the 
employer's and employe's ap- 
peal letters so work closely with 
your employe and place your ap- 
peals with the board simultane- 
ously. 


(6) Make sure your employe 


notifies you and his draft board 
promptly of any changes that 
might affect his classification 
and initiates deferment re- 
quests and any appeal. 


These guidelines are address- 


ed to you, the employer, be- 
cause you're so crucial in de- 
ferment and your whole busi- 
ness could be undermined by 
massive drafting of your em- 
ployes. But if you are the em- 
ploye involved, you can easily 
apply the guidelines to your-

tives?

resting. 


On Monday, 


July 15, the House voted 174- 
11 to make the $25 per month 
increase in occupational bene- 
fits, most of which go in the 
form of life-long pensions to 
victims of miner's asthma. 


Since the move was made by 


administration Republicans, it 
seemed obvious that someone 
up in the front office of His 
Excellency had approved the 
move. 
Now it turns out that 


such was not the case. 


Last week the Governor's Bud- 


get Secretary, Arthur F. Samp- 
son, ended all hopes for the in- 
crease. He said: 


"I am flatly opposed to the 


legislation. We have no money 
in the budget for such an in- 
crease and no prospects of get- 
ting it." 


Since Mr. Sampson speaks 


directly for Governor Shafer 
on financial matters, the House 
action certainly was futile. 


Earlier, House Democrats, 


led by Representative John Wan- 
sa.cz, Old Forge, had attempted 
a parliamentary maneuver to 
require a vote on a bill that 
would have increased the same 
pensions from $75 to $125 per 
month. 


The move was defeated on a 


straight party line vote—all 
Democrats for and all Republi- 
cans against. 


This caused statements to be 


issued by many House Repub- 
licans, all of them curiously 
worded alike. Representatives 
Charles Luger, called the Dem- 
ocratic move "political fak- 
ery." If what is right for the 
goose is right for the gander, 
should the Republicans now have 
to reply to the same charge? 
After all, they either knew or 
did not take the trouble to find 
out that the Governor, who holds 
the purse strings, would veto 
their move. 


Furthermore, they had ac- 


cused House Democratic Floor 
Leader 
Herbert Fineman of 


deep, dark deeds. 


Messrs. Luger and O'Connor! 


(both) said: 


"Because of the irresponsible 


actions of the big city leader- 
ship of the Democratic Party, 
the hard working people of the 
Coal Regions were led down a 
garden path of political promis- 
es that they never intended to 
keep." 


As they well knew, Represen- 


tative Fineman 
had made no 


such promises, either in public 
or private. 
But if anyone is 


guilty of leading the "hard work- 
ing people of the Coal Regions" 
down the garden path, it cer- 
tainly has to be those who be- 
longed to the majority party 
and made them believe that their 
pensions would be raised—when 
they certainly knew that they 
wouldn't. 


Curiously, the administration 


seems to keep digging itself into 
a pit deeper than any that pro- 
duced Anthracite or Bitum- 
inous. As an upshot of the Dem- 
ocratic move and the political 
pressure brought back home 
against the Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature, the 
pensioned miners might still 
get their increase. 


Republican legislators are 


clearly in a jam and the only 
way they can get out of it now 
is if the increase is passed be- 
fore the election. 


Both Democrats and Republi- 


cans seem to be in agreement in 
the Legislature that the miner's 
asthma benefits can be increas- 
ed without appropriating more 
money. Last year, $22.5 mil- 
lion of the money appropriated 
for occupations disease bene- 
fits was left unspent. 
Demo- 


crats say this means the ap- 
propriation should either have 
been cut this year or used for 
increased benefits. 


When 
Republicans 
moved 


their own increase bill as an 
amendment—which 
curiously 


enough made a Democrat, Rep- 
resentative Harry A. Englehart 
Jr., Ebensburg, its chief spon- 
sor—they said the increase to 
$100 would cost only $6 million. 
They insisted the money was 
available in the present budget. 


Mr. Englehart has announced 


that he will not drop his fight 
to see that the increase Is pass- 
ed. 


"I have written letters to all 


members of the Senate asking 
that they support the bill," the 
Cambria County Democrat said. 
"I am still hopeful that the in. 
crease will go through in Sep- 
tember. But if it doesn't, we 
elect a new Legislature in No- 
vember and we can take another 
crack at making the increase 
when the new session begins to 
do its work.

Rainwater contains no chemicals 
to react with soap, hence no "scum" to be de- 
posited on the hair. Detergent shampoo requires 
neither rainwater nor acid rinse because tap 
water chemicals do not react with such shampoos.

0- Our local food market no longer stocks 
iodixed salt. 
Is such salt still medically ap- 


proved ? 
A. Except in special cases, iodized salt should 
always be used. A deficiency of iodine causes 
goiter. While seafood is rich in iodine, people 
who live inland may not obtain sufficient iodine 
from this source. Speak to the manager of your 
local market and insist that he stock iodized salt.

Victory After TV Debates

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Demo 


cratic U.S. Sen. Joseph S. Clark 
accused his Republican opponent 
of telling untruths. And the GOP 
challenger, Congressman Rich, 
ard S. Schweiker. charged the 
incumbent he wants to unseat 
with ducking questions 
and 


doing a "flip flop." 


At the end of their bitter 30. 


minute debate Saturday night, 
that was televised and broad, 
cast across Pennsylvania from 
the Pittsburgh studios of WTAE, 
each candidate claimed victory. 
"There wasn't much doubt 


that 1 won," said Clark. "But, 
of course, I'm prejudiced. He 
(Schweiker) didn't discuss the 
substance of foreign policy. He 
was nit picking on what I've 
done on some relatively unim- 
portant things." 


Schweiker, just as positively, 


said "I feel very good about it. 
Any time I can get on statewide 
television and show the flip-flops 
of Joe Clark and how he treats 
GIs as second class citizens 
that's a big victory." 


It was their second face . to - 


face confrontation on TV.radio 
this month. Two more debates 
are to be held before the Nov. 
5 election. 


The debate dealt mainly with 


foreign and military affairs. The 
first concerned domestic issues. 


Clark, 54, a former mayor of 


Philadelphia who is seeking his 
third six.year term, at one point 
said 
Schweiker's claim that 


Clarkvotedto send aid to Egypt 
was "a complete untruth — and 
if this wasn't a polite debate I'd 
describe it by a shorter word." 


Schweiker, 42, of Montgomery 


County, nearly eight years in the 
U.S. House, insisted that Clark 
"did exactly what I said" and 
the Democrat interrupted again 
to say: 


"You didn't tell the truth be- 


fore and you're not telling the 
truth now. I'll back my record 
— and I mustn't get mad, must 
I — on supporting Israel 
against yours any day in the 
week." 


Schweiker also drew caustic 


comments from Clark when he 
said senator had promised to 
support establishment of a vet. 
eraris committee in the Senate.

German Atomic 
Research Pioneer 
Otto Halm Dies 


GOETTINGEN, 
Germany 


(AP) — German atomic re- 
search pioneer Otto Halm, win- 
ner of the Nobel Chemistry 
Prize in 1944, died here Sunday 
after a long illness. He was 89. 


On Dec. 18,1938, Hahnand his 


assistant, Fritz Strassmann, 
proved atomic fission could be 
achieved by bombarding ura- 
nium with neutrons. Publication 
of their experiment the follow, 
ing month revolutionized atomic 
science. 


More than six years later, 


Hahn was awarded the Nobel 
Prize in chemistry for his ex. 
periment.A British prisoner of 
war at the time, he learned of 
the award from a newspaper 
clipping but was unable to ac. 
cept it until after his release in 
1946. 


Seven years after Hahn had 


split the first atom, the atomic 
bomb was dropped on Hiroshi. 
ma. When Hahn heard the news, 
he reported later, he thought of 
killing himself.

wound it up by tossing barbed 
questions at each other. 


Schweiker and Clark were in 


agreement for a federal law to 
place a quota on steel imports 
to protect the jobs of thousands 
of Pennsylvanians. 


"I'm a free trader," said 


Clark, "and there may be some 
inconsistency, but I believe we 
ha veto protect our industries in 
Pennsylvania.'' 


Schweiker agreed that Clark

VATICAN CITY (AP) — On 


the eve of his expected pro. 
nouncement on birth control, re. 
ports spread in Vatican circles 
Sunday that Pope Paul VI would 
forbid general use of the pill by 
Catholic women but leave the 
door open for future changes. 


Through a curtain of strict of. 


ficial secrecy, hints filtering 
from birth control experts in 
Vatican circles indicated this: 


The Pope Monday will issue a 


general "no" to chemical and 
mechanical means of contracep. 
tion for most of the world's half 
billion Roman Catholics but al- 
low for exceptions in special 
cases and encourage further 
medical research. 
If these re. 


ports are true, it would mean 
that 
though 
the traditional 


church ban on contraception 
would be reaffirmed the issue 
would still not be finally settled. 


Indeed, with the 
Pontiff's 


views not yet officially dis- 
closed, theologians of many na. 
tions in Rome were predicting 
that, far from settling the issue, 
the Pope's stand will touch off 
an explosion of new controversy 
and questioning. 


It was not even official that 


the document to be issued at a 
Vatican news conference Mon- 
day would be the long awaited 
statement on birth control. The 
Vatican announcement Satur- 
day said only it would be a pon- 
tifical document. 


But the exceptionally stiff se- 


crecy maintained by Vatican of- 
ficials on the nature of the docu- 
ment, plus rumors of past 
weeks that the document would 
soon be issued, left little doubt 
in Vatican circles that this 
would be it. 


Italian newspapers reported it 


was now taken for granted that 
the Pope would give the world 
his decision Monday on what is 


clearly the most difficult prob- 
lem of his reign. 


Word from various parts of 


the world over the weekend that 
bishops beyond toe Vatican 
would be making important an. 
nouncements Monday indicated 
the Pope's document was al- 
ready in the hands of the var- 
ious national and regional hier. 
archies, ready to be issued tc 
the faithful after the document 
is released here.

Dr. Charles W. Mayo, 70, the 
last Mayo family member to 
work at the medical clinic his 
father and uncle founded, was 
killed in a car accident south of 
Rochester Sunday. 


Dr. Mayo was the son of Dr. 


Charles C. Mayo, cofounder of 
the Mayo Clinic with his broth, 
er, Dr. William H. Mayo in 1864. 


Dr. Charles W. Mayo, known 


to friends as "Chuck," retired 
from the clinic in September 
1963 after a distinguished 31- 
year career in which he carved 
a name as surgeon, statesman, 
author and United Nations alter- 
nate delegate. 


Death came to Dr. Mayo on 


his usual Sunday drive in the 
country surrounding his Mayo- 
Wood home on Rochester's out- 
skirts. His car rolled off an em- 
bankment and Olmsted County 
Coroner Dr. T.O. Wellner said 
he was dead at the accident 
scene.

Students Uncovering 
Ancient Tidioute 


The Upper Allegheny valley 


around Tidioute is Indian hunt, 
ing ground and farm land. The 
first humans who roamed the 
high hills and river flats wan. 
dered into the valley when the 
great ice sheets of the last 
glaciation 
had not yet dis. 


appeared from the North Amer- 
ican continent. These people 
were not numerous and their 
camps are widely scattered 
through much of the upper Alle. 
gheny valley. These big game 
hunters were followedby people 
with an Archaic form of life 
based on hunting and garnering. 
Archaic evidence is plentiful 
on almost every suitable camp 
spot in the valley and the river 
flat near Tidioute must have 
been a favorable location to 
judge from the javelin points, 
scrapers, drills and beveled 
adzes that have turned up on 
site 
36-Wa-80 
adjacent to 


Myers Run on {he Bruce Zieg- 
ler farm. 


With the advent of farming 


around 500 B. C. or slightly 
earlier, the Indians began to 
settle down in small villages 
to tend their plots of corn and 
squash. These Early Woodland 
Indians likewise are represen- 
ted by their characteristic 
points and stone tools. But the 
deep refuse pits with layers of 
broken pottery, chert chips and 
cracked rocks belong to a much 
later time when the ancestors 
of the Iroquois, known to ar- 
chaeologists as the Owasco 
culture, maintained a village 
on the spot that had seen too 
many previous campers. 


How do we know? The story 


begins really in 1966 when Jim* 
my Nicholson, a high school 
student at Tidioute, worked as 
a volunteer with an excavation 
team from Clarion's Archaeo- 
logical Laboratory. That same 
fall, 
Jimmy discovered evi- 


dence of Indian occupation on 
the Ziegler farm and reported 
his finds to Dr. G. A. Konitzky, 
Director of the Archaeological 
Field Program at Clarion State 
College. Preliminary excava. 
tions in 1967 proved that this 
was an important site that could 
tell much about the little known 
prehistory 
of the Allegheny 


valley. This summer, 31 par. 
ticipants 
of a Secondary Sci- 


ence Training Program in Field 
Archaeology, sponsored by the 
National Science Foundation, 
have joined forces with the 
students from Clarion's fifth 
annual 
Archaeological Field 


School to probe into the long 
forgotten past of the ancient 
Indian settlement near Tidioute. 


After intensive preparation in 


classroom and laboratory, the 
NSF program participants are 
old hands at clearing overbur- 
den, sifting dirt, cutting sod, or 


clearing out an Indian garbage 
pit. With more than 50 students 
working on the site, three ad. 
ditional archaeologists assist 
Dr. Konitzky in this operation: 
William Engelbrecht from the 
University of Michigan, Peter 
Jenkins, Institute of Archaeolo- 
gy, University of London, and 
Robin Derricourt, Cambridge 
University. For both British 
archaeologists, this is their 
first "American dig". Guido 
Riccadonna of Penfield 
and 


Miss Joanne Osman of Corry 
serve as field assistants on 
the site and take care of the 
multitude of tasks that make 
an excavation a success. 


Who are these students who 


try to unravel the secrets of 
ancient Tidioute? They come 
from the four corners of the 
United States and for many of 
them 
this 
is 
their 
first 


exposure to a fascinating field 
of scientific investigation. Due 
to their work, more wfll be 
learned about the Indians of this 
part of Pennsylvania when the 
"dig" at the Ziegler site has 
been completed in August.

nado alley of the United States. Chicago has the dubious 
distinction of being the highest risk area. Not because 
tornadoes, per se, are common in the Windy City, but be- 
cause the area has the densest population of any other 
region in the danger belt. 


Last year 
there were 842 of these violent wind- 


storms. 
Thousands were injured and 117 lives were 


lost. It is here that the medical profession enters the 
picture, because a state of emergency exists when twist- 
ers pass through a populated community.

Many people have no idea of the devastation that remains 


as the serpentine funnel skips and dips across the land at 
speeds of 20 to 40 miles per hour. The twister is 300 
yards wide in its upper area and funnels down toward 
earth from heavy, dark clouds. 


Winds blowing at speeds of 300 miles per hour destroy 


almost everything in their path within 30 seconds. This 
is the most awesome feature of a tornado. A family may 
be eating in the kitchen and within a half minute there is 
no trace of family or home. Cars, buses, and trucks have 
been tossed through the air like matchsticks. In contrast, 
there is little damage outside the 100 - to 300-yard path 
of the roaring twister.

I'm not ashamed to admit that 


I don't lite lightning. But I don't 
hide in a dark closet when it 
starts to crackle close by. In- 
stead, I find myself counting the 
seconds that elapse between the 
time I see the flash and the time 
I hear the thunder. For every 
five seconds that I have counted 
between the lightning and the 
sound of thunder, I know that the 
lightning must have struck ap- 
proximately a mile away. As 
long as it stays at least that far 
away, I enjoy watching Nature's 
big show. I knew that as long 
as I can hear the thunder, the 
lightning hasn't hit me. And 
that if it should hit me, I will 
never know what struck me. 


What bothers me are the near 


misses •• the times when it 
comes 
uncomfortably close. 


Few things in nature are more 
unpredictable than anelectrical 
storm. Some of them sneak up 
on you without warning. A friend 
of mine was killed by a light- 
ning bolt from a single cloud 
that 
didn't look much bigger 


than the back of a man's hand. 


Death by lightning is about as 


instantaneous 
as any death 


known. Some lightning flashes 
carry a billion volts, and last 
about one-thousandth of a sec- 
ond. 
There is no more dra- 


matic way to leave this troubled 
earth than to be killed by light- 
ning. But only a select few ever 
die in this manner. 


Some people have no fear of 


lightning, but are afraid of the 
thunder that follows. I had a 
Canadian friend who reacted in 
this manner. 
The boom and 


rumble of the thunder threw 
him into a tizzy because it re- 
minded him of the artillery 
duels when he was in the trench- 
es during World War L Most 
of the sound of thunder is caused 
by a sudden increase of pres- 
sure along the path of a light- 
rung stroke. An unusually loud 
burst of thunder may unnerve 
you, but it is harmless. 


If \ou fear lightning, you may 


be reacting to a fear that has 
been handed dcwn from your 
cave-man ancestors who once 
hunted the mam moth. All primi- 
tive people greatly fear light- 
ning. 
Among the taboos kept 


by the Navajo Indians today are 
several that concern lightning. 
It is taboo to eat the flesh of 
anything ;hat has been struck 
by lightning. Even if the ani- 
mal has been merely stunned 
by lightning and recovers, its 
flesh can never be eaten. A 
NavajO never touches the body 
of an animal if it has been 
killed by lightning. 
He won't 


even go near the spot where it 
has been killed. 


Even the act of cutting a melon 


may bear the lightning taboo. 
Navajos are cautioned never to 
stab a knife, point first, into a 
melon. Such a knife thrust is 
the symbol of lightning stroke, 
and no one would dare eat apiece 
of the melon after it had been 
stabbed by a knife. 


Not onlj is the flesh of an 


animal struck by lightning ta- 
boo for food, but the very wood 
used to cook meals becomes 
taboo for any household pur- 
poses if the tree from which 
it came has been struck bj 
lightning. 
It 
is 
considered 


dangerous to handle, and can- 


not be used for firewood, fence 
posts, or for building the Nava- 
jo hogan. 
Only the medicine 


man will touch pieces of wood 
from lightning struck trees. He 
uses such wood in certain rites 
and for making ritualistic ob- 
jects. 


Like most places on earth, 


except the Arctic regions, we 
have our share of thunder 
storms in 
Warren 
County. 


But they are few in number 
compared to Tampa, Florida 
which experiences an average 
of 94 days with thunderstorms 
annually. 


Whether you live in Tampa, 


Florida or Warren, Pennsyl- 
vania it is plain foolishness to 
believe the Old Wives Tale 
that "lightning never strikes 
the same place twice". It is 
equally foolish to take the atti- 
tude that there is nothing that 
you can do to protect yourself 
from lightning. A fatalistic at- 
titude toward lightning makes 
about as much sense as sitting 
on your seat belt when riding in 
a car. 


A long time ago the National 


Bureau of Standards developed a 
code for protection against 
lightning. 
This code is well 


worth heeding today. The fol- 
lowing points should be adhered 
to during a thunderstorm: 


1. Do not go outdoors or re- 


main out during thunderstorms 
unless it is necessary. Stay in- 
side of a building where it is 
dry, preferably away from fire- 
places, stoves, and other metal 
objects. 


2. If there is any choice of 


shelter, choose in the follow- 
ing order: 
a. Large metal or metal- 


framed building. 


b. Dwellings or other build- 


ings which are protected against 
lightning. 
c. Large unprotected build- 


ings.d. Small unprotected build- 
ings. 
3. If remaining out of doors 


is unavoidable, keep away from: 


a. Small sheds and shelters 


if in an exposed location. 


b. Isolated trees. 
c. Wire fences. 
d. Hilltops and wide open 


spaces. 
4. 
Seek shelter in a cave, 


a depression in the ground, a 
deep valley or canyon, the foot 
of a steep or over-hanging cliff, 
in dense woods, or a grove 
of trees.
